assembled, That from and after the ter­ 
mination of the war'in which the Cnited 
States krç now engaged With Gfre*t-

vessels of the United Stales, any person 
or persons except citizens of the United 
States, or persous of colo£try natives of 
the United Statei. 


Sec. 2. 
And be it farther enacted, 
That from and after the time when this 
act shall takç effect, it shall not be law­ 
ful to employ as aforesaid, any natu­ 
ralised citizen of the United State«, un­ 
less such citizen shall produce to the 
commhnder of the public vessel, if to be 
employed on boàrd such vessel, or to u 
collector of the customs, a certified 
cbpy of the act »by which he shall have 
bcen4naturuliicd, setting forth such na- 
turaSiSdt'.cs, and the tijme thereof, 


i>ec *8. 
And be it further enacted* 


T .at in all cases of private vessels of tbe 
U s. »ailing from a port ui the U. S. to a 
Co<etgn port, the liât of the crew, made 
as heretofore directed by law, ehall 
Vo examined by the collector for thr 
distr.ct from which the vessel »hall clear 
out, and if approved of bw him, shall bt 
certified accordingly. 
And no person 
shall be admitted or employed as aiore- 
said, on board of any vessel aforesaid, 
unies» his name shall have been entered 
in the list of the crew, approved and 
certified by the collector for the district 
I om whicn the vessel shall clear out as 
a oresaid. 
And the said collector, be. 
lore he delivers the list of the crew, ap­ 
proved and certified as aforessid to the 
captain, master, or proper officer of the 
vessel to which the same belongs, shall 
cause the same to be recorded in a book 
by him lor that purpose to be-provided, 
and the said record shall be open tor the 
inspection of all persous, and a certified 
copy thereof shall be admitted in evi­ 
dence in any court in which any ques­ 
tion may arise« under any of the provi- 
aions of this act. 


Sec. 4. 
And be it further enacted, 
That the President of the United States 
be, and he hereby is authorized from 
time to time to make such further re­ 
gulations, and to ftive such directions 10 
the several commanders of public ves­ 
sels, and to the several collectors, us 
may be proper and necessary respect­ 
ing the proofs of citizenship, to be ex­ 
hibited to the commanders or collectors 
aforesaid : Provided, That nothing con­ 
tained in such regulations oi directions 
shall be repugnant to any of the provi­ 
sions of this act. 


Sec. 5. 
And be it further enacted, 
That from and after the time when this 
act shall take effect, no seaman or other 
seafaring man, not being a citizen of the 
United States, shall be admitted or re­ 
ceived as a passenger on board of any 
public or private vessel of the United 
States, in a foreign port, without per­ 
mission in writing from the proper offi­ 
cers of tne country of winch such seaman 
or seafaring man may be a subject or 
citizcn. 


Sec. 6. 
And be it further enacted, 
That from and after the time when this 
act shall take effect, the consuls or com­ 
mercial agents of any nation at peace 
with the United Slates,shall be admitted 
(under such regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed by the President of the United 
States ) to sute their objections lo the 
proper commander or collector as a- 
foresaid, againBt the employment of any 
tournait or seafaring man on board of any 
i>ub'ic or pt ivate vessel oi the United 
States on account of his being a naive 
subject or citisen of such nation, and 
not embraced vuhin the description of 
pemon» who may be lawfully employed, 
according to the provisions of this act— 
and the said consulé or commercial a- 
;ents shall also be admitted under the 
suid regulations to be present at the 
time when the proofs ot c.jzensnip ol 
the persons against whom sucti objec­ 
tions may have been made, shall be in­ 
vestigated by such commander or col­ 
lector. 


Sec. 7. 
And be it further enacted, 
That if *ny commander ot a public ves­ 
sel of the United States shall kuowmgly 
employ or permit to be employed, or 
»hall admu or receive, or permit to be 
ad m itte d or received, on bo ard his ves 
sel, any persop whose employment or 
aJmission is prohibited by the provisions 
of this act, he shall on conviction there­ 
of, forfeit and pa| the sum ol one thou­ 
sand dollar» for §#ch person thus unlaw- 


fully em ployed or admitted en board 
such velvet.

And be it further enacted, 
Thai no person who shall arrive in the 
United states, from and alter the timé 
wtien this act shall take effect, shall be 
admitted to become a citizen of the 
United States, who shall not, for thf 
continued term of five years next pre* 
ceding his admission as aforesaid, have 
resided, within the United States, with­ 
out being at any time during the said 
five years, out of the territory of the 
United States.

That if any person shall falsely make 
forge or counterfeit, or cause or pro­ 
cure to oe falsely made, forged, or 
counterfeited, any ccriiticate or evi­ 
dence of citizenship referred lo iu this 
act ; or shall pass, utter, or u»e» as true» 
any false, forged, or counterfeited certi­ 
ficate of citizenship, oi shall make sale 
or dUpose of any certificate of citizen­ 
ship to any person otlu r ihan the pel son 
for whom it was originally isaued, and 
to whom it may of right belong, every

shall be deemed and 
adjudged guilty of felony ; and on be­
